7. (Original) A method for the treatment of metabolic bone diseases, which 
comprises modulating PTH and PTHrP levels that regulate osteoblast activity in a 
patient to modulate bone breakdown and bone formation. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim ^ 7, wherein said metabolic bone 
diseases is ostemalacia, osteoporosis, osteopetrosis or Paget' s disease. 

9. (Original) Use of a compound for the modulation of PTH and PTHrP levels that 
regulate osteoblast activity for the treatment of metabolic bone diseases. 

10. (Original) The use of claim 9, wherein said metabolic bone diseases is 
ostemalacia, osteoporosis, osteopetrosis or Paget's disease.
